Remarks/Arguments: 
Amendments 

Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the limitations of claim 15. Claim 15 has been 
cancelled. Other amendments have been made to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter that applicants regard as the invention. It is submitted that no new matter is 
introduced by these amendments and new claim. 

Restriction Requirement and Election of Species 

In response to the Restriction Requirement and Election of Species dated July 15, 
2003, applicants make the following elections. 

Applicants elect with traverse the claims of Group I, claims 1-15 and claims 49- 
51, drawn to a herbal formulation. 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite that the formulation optionally comprises an 
acceptable amount of further additives selected from Piper, Elettaria and Myristica. As 
amended, claim 1 is now in alignment with claim 16, and claim 16 is a preferred formulation of 
the components recited in claim 1. Therefore, the restriction requirement is no longer proper 
and should be withdrawn. 

Applicants elect Glycine max as the legume. 

Applicants elect Hordeum vulgare as the cereal. 

Applicants elect Amarantiius iiypochondriacus as the pseudocereal. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 8-14, 16-20, and 49 are readable on the elected legume. 
Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 8-14, 16-20, and 50 are readable on the elected cereal. Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 8- 
14, 16-20, and 51 are readable on the elected pseudocereal.
